Flynn flips in 
Russia inquiry

WASHINGTON — Michael 
Flynn, the retired general 
who campaigned at Don- 
ald Trump’s side and then 
served as his first national 
security adviser, pleaded 
guilty Friday to lying to 
the FBI about reaching 
out to the Russians on 
Trump’s behalf and said 
members of the presi- 
dent’s inner circle were 


intimately involved with 
— and at times directing 
— his contacts. 

Court papers didn’t 
name the senior officials, 
but The Associated Press 
has confirmed that they 
were Trump’s son-in-law 
and senior White House 
adviser Jared Kushner and 
former Deputy National 
Security Adviser KT 
McFarland, who is now up 
for an ambassadorship.
